INDIANA BANKERS PROTEST 
AGAINST PROPOSED TAX 


Co ro ner A. D. Blackall, o f Sco tt 
co u nty , has co mpleted the inv estig a­ 
tio n o f the fatal accident at the 
No rth Au stin Railro ad cro ssing o n 
September 9 when Ellswo rth Belch, 
o f Day to n, Ky ., and fiv e o ther per­ 
so ns were killed when a so u thbo u nd 
Pennsy lv ania train crashed into their 
au to mo bile. 
The co ro ner’s, repo rt is 
v ery indefinite and do es no t fix the 
blame. 
The co ro ner’s v erdict attaches no 
blame to the crew o perating the train. 
The testimo ny was co nflicting with 
reg ard to warning sig nals 
o f 
the 
train in appro aching the cro ssing , a l­ 
tho u g h all witnesses ag ree that sev ­ 
eral sharp blasts o f the whistle were 
so u nded ju st befo re the train reach­ 
ed the cro ssing . 
Owing to the fact 
that sev eral whistle s ig n a ls are re­ 
qu ired by th e ru les at th is po int, first 
fo r blo ck statio n, then ro ad cro ssing 
and then the to wn statio n, the en­ 
g ineer and fireman testified that the 
whistle was so u nded freely . 
Co ntrary to first repo rts that the 
au to mo bile eng ine g av e o u t o n the 
cro ssing , witnesses testified that the 
machine was mo v ing slo wly at the 
time o f the accident. 
F. M. Kinney 
testified th at the machine sto pped 
abo u t sev enty feet fro m the track 
and thy jt Mrs. Mary Belch g o t into it. 
Ju st as the machine started u p, he 
say s, he heard the train co ming and 
sho u ted a warning . 
Ju st as the m a­ 
chine was o n the cro ssing Kinney tes­ 
tified that Ellswo rth Belch, who was 
driv ing it. made a qu ick effo rt to 
chang e the speed. 
Then came the 
crash. 
The eng ineer and fireman bo th tes­ 
tified that the au to mo bile was thirty 
feet fro m the track when it came 
within rang e o f v isio n, and that the 
train was ru nning fo rty 
miles 
an 
ho u r. 
The train was abo u t 150 feet 
fro m the cro ssing when the au to came 
into v iew, they say , and was sto pped 
8 00 feet past the cro ssing . 
The cro ssing is reg arded as v ery 
dang ero u s becau se the ro ad cro sses 
the track at the fo o t 
a hill and 
it is almo st impo ssible to see an a p­ 
pro aching train u ntil it is v ery clo se 
to the ro ad. 
Qu ite a nu mber o f per­ 
s o n s at Au stin hav e had narro w e s ­ 
c a pe s fro m inju ry at the cro ssing .

Gro dno to Dru skeniki, o n the Niemen 
riv er, 
do u r army co rps hav e been 
eng ag ed o n bo th sides, and the Ru s­ 
sians are being co nstantly reenfo rced 
fro m Yilna. 
The Ru ssians hav e al­ 
ready repu lsed the Germans at sev ­ 
eral po ints.” 
In thi> co nnectio n, in an address 
to his army , General Rennenkampff 
i- qu o ted in adv ices fro m the fro nt 
as declaring that the Ru ssians will 
be in Berlin fo r Christmas, and that, 
therefo re, the tro o ps can easily meet 
the present hardships and campaig n­ 
ing thro u g h heav y rains with ex pec­ 
tatio ns o f g o o d times to co me.

GERMANS SWARM LIKE BEES. 


Pa ris Women Fa r Outnumber Men. 
The war census of Paris is complete. 
The population is now 1,807,044, a de­ 
cline of 1.026,307 from normal figures. 
There are in Paris now 9 49 ,087 women, 
585,486 men and 272,471 children, of 
whom 30,9 86 are under fifteen months 
old. 


Wounded Britisher Describes Irresist­ 
ible Atta cks In Adva nce on Paris. 
A striking personal description of 
the work of the British expeditionary 
force, including the last heavy fighting 
outside Paris, is given by a driver of 
the royal artillery who has been in 
valided home. 
“The awfullest work of all began 
where we were posted to resist the 
German rush on Paris. 
On one slope 
leading to a position where our guns 
were posted the ground was slippery 
with blood, which was like a river at 
the foot, where there was an ever in­ 
creasing 
pile 
of 
dead, 
dying 
and 
wounded. 
“The 
fiercest 
fighting 
took 
place 
when the Germans tried to force a 
passage of the river at various points. 
As they came up the fords they were 
galled terribly by the rifle fire, and 
we kept plugging them with shells as 
fast as we could. 
For awhile it didn’t 
seem to be of any use. for as one man 
fell another stepped forward to take 
his place. 
They had evidently made 
up their minds to get the pontoons into 
position regardless of cost in lives. 
“The first party got theirs into posi­ 
tion nicely, and then came rushing 
across it like a swarm of bees rushing 
out of their hive to see what was 
wrong. 
A shell from a French battery 
hidden on our left dropped right on 
them, and the thing went toppling into 
the river with its hum an load, being 
earried down stream under a heavy 
rifle and shell fire. 
“The same thing w ent on the whole 
day, until we were sick of the sight, 
and the cries of the drowning and dy­ 
ing men were always ringing in our 
ears. 
T hat was the daily program as 
I saw it until I got hit and was sent 
home.” 


The horrors of war are brought home 
strikingly to the reader of the news­ 
papers in these days of stress abroad 
by means of many a personal narrative 
as thrilling as any ever told by a m as­ 
ter of fiction. These little stories recite 
deeds of dauntless courage and impress 
one with the correctness of General 
Sherm an’s famous definition of war. 
“The statem ents of the wounded at 
Paris returning from the Alsne show 
the terrible nature of the fighting. All 
practically tell the sam e story,” said 
one man. 
“ It began with heavy and accurate 
shell fire. There was a lunch interval. 
It stopped about 5:30 every day, and 
j 
then 
in 
the night often came the 
charges. One night I couldn’t count 
them, bt was awful! Kill! Kill! K ill!1 
And still they came on. shoving each 
other over on to us. 
“There was fio man but had his story 
of comrades shot on either side of him. 
of how they were smashed day after 
day. of the shriek of shells, of the per­ 
petual groaning of the wounded as 
they lay in the wet trenches—‘seven 
days and nights of it and sometimes 
only an hour’s sleep.’ 
“ Muddied to the eyes, wet, often 
blood caked, many were suffering from 
the curious aphasia produced by the 
continuous and terrible concussion of 
shells bursting. Some were dazed and 
speechless, some deafened, and yet, 
splendid to relate, I saw on no face the 
terrible animal w ar look.” 


“ It Wa s Horrible; It W a s Gha stly.” 
The following epistle is from a Ger­ 
man soldier of the Seventy-fourth In­ 
fantry regiment, Tenth corps, to his 
wife: 
“ 1 
have just been living through 
days that defy imagination. 
I should 
never have thought men could stand 
it. 
Not a second has passed but my 
life has been In danger. 
“ It was horrible. 
It was ghastly. 
But I have been saved for you and for 
our happiness, and 1 take heart again, 
although I am still terribly unnerved. 
God grant that 1 may see you again 
soon and that this horror may soon he 
over. 
"None of us can do any more. 
H u­ 
man strength is at an end.” 
The correspondent of the London 
Daily Telegraph at Itheims sends tills 
in t eresti i i g pa rn g ra ph : 
“ In the doorway still stands the 
crippled beggar who has sought alms 
there for many years. 
He maintained 
his post throughout the bombardment, 
and, like a statue, he stands, covered 
with dust, pebbles and glass. 
The 
m an was unharmed. 
He was crippled 
in the w’ar of 1870.” 


Spellbound at Hero’s Act. 
The heroic self sacrifice of a soldier 
named Tresignies of the Second regi- 
fent, chasseurs a pied, has just been 
related. The Belgians were exceeding­ 
ly anxious to get across the Wille- 
broeek canal a t Pont Brule, but a 
bridge was raised against them on the 
other side and occupied by a strong 
force of Germans. 
Tresignies volun­ 
teered to swim across and try to lower 
the bridge. 
It m eant certain death. 
Before he plunged in he wrote w ith a 
pencil on n scrap of paper the name 
and address of his wife and the sim­ 
ple words, “God will help and comfort 
you.” The Germans were startled into 
admiration 
as 
he 
leaped 
into 
the 
stream and for a few moments held 
their fire; but, seeing what he was 
about to accomplish, they riddled him 
with bullets ju st as he lowered the 
bridge. 
As it fell into place with a crash the 
Belgians rushed across with shouts of 
triumph.

Conditions In Liberia Said to 


Be Precarious. 


Washington, Sept. 30.— The Europe­ 
an w ar has cut off ship and cable com­ 
munication between the republic of 
Liberia and European countries and 
America, and conditions in that repub­ 
lic are precarious. 
The natives of Li- 
lieria as well as the civilized people 
there, are dependent almost wholly 
upon Germany, France, England and 
Am erica for the food they eut as w ell 
as for the clothing they wear. 
The 
citizens and natives of the republic 
raise little foodstuff. 
Their time is 
devoted mostly to exporting coffee, 
palm oil, dye woods and other raw 
products. 
They import large quanti­ 
ties of rice, flour and canned meats. 
The people of this republic usually lay 
in a three months’ store of food at a 
time. 
It has been learned from relia­ 
ble sources that the stock laid in three 
months ago is about exhausted. 
No 
ships from the nations at war or from 
Am erica have touched the port of L i­ 
beria since the beginning of the war. 
The condition of American citizens 
in 
Liberia and the suffering which 
threatens the civilized people and the 
natives as well, were laid before the 
state department and the secretary of 
the navy by a committee representing 
all of the missionary societies in this 
country engaged in religious and edu­ 
cational work in Liberia, and the gov­ 
ernment was urged to send a ship 
with supplies of food to the W est A f­ 
rican republic immediately.
